Mr Hophius acquainted the Houfe, that he had a petition to prefent 
from the late Sheriffs of Coventry, then in cuftoiy of the Serjeant at 
Arms, and moved for leaye to bring it up. 

The petition being brought up and read, Mr Hopkins moved, that 
the Sheriffs be brought to the bar on the morrow to be difcharged.

fea, and which, of courfe, would be of the utmoft benefit to the na-

The ftanding order being now difpenfed with, the petition was ad- 
mitted, read, and referred to a Committee. ‘ 

The order of the day, for committing the Contraétor’s bill, being

Mr George Onflow wentiinto the confequences to which it led : To
